NEW QUARRY IN 
HUNGERFORD TWP. 
TO EMPLOY 20 MEN 


Opening of a new marble quarrying 
operation in Hungerford Township, 
south of Actinolite, which will employ 
close to 20 men, was announced at 
this week’s session of county council. 

The announcement was made by 
Hastings County Warden Fred Bec- 
kett as he opened the two-day March 
session. 

The new quarrying, operation has 
been opened by Vermont Marble 
which during the past year has spent 
$120,000 in test drilling and in 
removal of overburden preparation 
for the commencement of operations. 

The white marble, to be quarried 
in blocks weighing between 15 and 20 
tons, will be shipped to Peterborough 
for milling and processing. 

A further development in 
Actinolite area is planned for 
future by Vermont Marble. 

This development is stated to 
involve the production of calcium 
which will entail considerable expendi- 
ture for plant construction. —

Total estimated county expendittires 
for the year were listed at $1,640,639 
as compared with $1,329,264 last 
year. Much of total increased casts, 
however, are for debentures recovered 


from local municipalities. 


Finance committee chairman, Ban- 


croft Reeve M. J. McAlpine, in pre- 
senting his budget report, said that 
the equalized assessment on which 


the 1965 levy would be based was 
$31,856,700, up $498,947 from last 
year. 

The county last year had a surplus 
of $45,234 on the year’s operations: 

This year’s county road by-law is 
for $658,900, as compared with 
$574,159 last year; general govern- 
ment will cost an estimated $129,400; 


law enforcement, $179,900; public 
welfare, $380,000; and ‘other items”, 
$284,939. 


On the revenue sidé the county will 
receive $394,720 from the provincial 
government in roads subsidy; the 
road levy of 8.5 mills on an assess- 
ment of $27,735,706, will raise $235,- 
754; while the general levy of 12.50 
mills will ‘amount to $408,363. | 

The greatest increase in general 
expenditure for the county this year 
is the cost of the county assessment 
department which is about $54,000 
over last year. Offsetting this increase 
will be an increase in reyenue of the 
same departmént of about $10,000. 

The cost of operating Hastings 
Manor (county home) at $250,000, is 
up $4,000 from last year, due mainly 
to increased salaries dué to the 
minimum wage law. 

Child welfare is increased by $9,000.

_A columnist on a big city daily 
-recently fired a salvo at high 
school students. The intrepid 
journalist gave them both bar- 
rels, with no Folds barred, as an 
Irishman might put it. 


He had been speaking fo 
groups of high school students 
from middle and upper-income ° 
yhomes. He took a very dim view 
suggesting that: 
they haven't learned manners, 
have no sense of adventure. are 
terribly sheltered, terribly staid, 
terribly sad, and empty. 


I’m sorry he received this 
impression of today’s youth. It 
is not at all the one I have re- 
ceived in five years as a high 
school’ teacher , and several 
yearr as a parent of teenagers. 


In the same column, he man- 
aged to convey the idea that he 
was none of those things of 
which he accused the studerts, 
that he was, in fact, a hell of a 
fella who had lived life to the 
full. 


Let’s face the charges, one by 
one. Bad manners. My personal 
experience is that their man- 
ners, on the whole, are better 
than those of their parents. They 
can be cruel, whén they are 
thoughtless, but generally, they 
are more sensitive to the feel- 
ings of others than-are adults. 


No sense of adventure? He's 
all wet. One of my students 
headed across the continent on a 
bicycle. Others plan to go to Af- 
rica or Asia for the Peace 
Corps. Another swiped his old 
man's car, picked up two side- 
kicks, and took off for Mexico. 
“My own son ran away last sum- 
mer and hitch-hiked to Quebec, 
after I'd expressly forbidden 
such a jaunt. 


From every direction come 
wails of alarm that students will 
try anything: not cars, drinks, 
drugs, sex. And this man says 
they've no sense of adventure! 
What they have is too much of 
it. 

Terribly sheltered, he says. 
Nonsense. We try to shelter 


them from the sordid, the harm- 
ful, the evil, as. we see them. 
But the only teenager who is 
sheltered in this age is a kid 
who lives in a trapper's shack in 
the wilderness with two maiden 
aunts ,and is kept chained to his 
bed until he’s 20. They're a lot 
less sheltered than I was at that 
age, and a lot better able to 
cope with Zhi pase as a result. 


Terribly staid, he says. Pop- 
pycock. They’re conformists, I'l 
admit, as far as fads and fashi- 
ons go. But I scarcely think I'd 
call those writhing, screaming 
masses at a Beatle show staid. 
They're almost as unstaid as 
theif old ladies were, swooning 
over Sinatra, Or their grannies, 
wilting over Bing Crosby. 


Terribly sad, he says. Balo- 
ney. Admitted, they can be dee- 
ply touched, because the 
hearts are not yet hardened. 
They can be terribly sad, some- 
times. But they can be wildly 
exultant, too. How long is. it 


since you've been truly joyful, 


Jack? The kids are much more: 
human, .emotionally, than 
adults, because they have not 
learned those grown-up horrors: 
the control, the stiff upper lip, 
the smothering of the flame. 


And he claims (hey are emp- 
ty. Empty of what? Dishonesty, 
greed, self- delusion, cruelty, 
selfishness, ruthlessness? I'm 
afraid he’s right. But they are 
full of a lot of things that have 
pretty well gone out of style 
with adults: pity, love, joy, fun, 
unselfishness, honesty, idealism, 
ioyalty. 


Don’t worry, I’m not soft on 
teenagers. I have two of my 
own, and sometimes they drive 
me right up the wall, across the 
ceiling, and down tHé other side. 
I teach about 140 of them daily, 


and there are days when I could 


go into class with a tommy gun 
and mow them all down. But 
they're people. And if I have. to 
associate with people, I think I’é¢ 
as soon associate with them as 
with any other class of the spe- 
cies.

Since you are now recovered 
and working, your best plan is 
to get things to do outside your 
home. Practise conversing and 
sharing the activities of a com- 
munity club or Y.W. group. I’m 
sending you my leaflet “‘Tips on 
Talking’, which can help. 
(Available to other readers for 
ten cents and a stamped, ‘self- 
addressed envelope.) 


DEAR DORIS — I consider 
myself fortunate to have a won- 
derful husband and three fine 
children but do have a yearning 
to develop the part of me I left 
behind at school.

Between two political ex- 

_ tremes, there is always a broad 
‘ . middle ground into which mostg 

people will ‘move by natural 
momentum, The sound and fury 
comes from the extremists, as 
in the debate to'\transfer juris- 
diction over the British North 
America Act from the British to 
the Canadian parliament. 


The Brilish North America 
Act, as the constitution of Cana- 
da, could have been vested in 
Canada’s parliament many 
years ago had Canadian legis- 
lators ever been able to agree on 
terms for its ‘‘patriation.” 


Now that the federal govern- 
ment has at last decided to 
Canadianize the BNA Act, the 
accumulation of years of griec- 
vances and bitierness is coming 
v 
to the surface. 


The BNA Act, as every school- 
boy knows, sets out the separate 
responsibilities of the federal 
and provincial governments, 
giving certain authority to Otta- 
wa. and retaining other fields, 
such as education and civil 
rights, for the provinces. 


The plan to bring home the 
BNA Act and to revise it devel- 
oped in the light of the current 
drive by Quebec and other pro- 
vinces for greater proyincial au- 
tonomy, It’s part of the Liberal 
government's concept of ‘‘co-op- 
erative federalism.” 


Work began under Conserva- 
tive former Justice Minister 
Davie Fulton. Liberal Minister 
Guy Favreau carried on with 
the project, giving rise to its 
current identification as the 
“Fulton-Favreau” formula. : 


From all this, one might ex- 
pect a bi-partisan approach by 
Conservatives and Liberals. 


But such isn’t the cas’. Mr. 
Diefenbaker has served notice 
he will fight the proposed revis- 
jons on the grounds that they 
would “‘balkanize’’ the country 
by permitting the provinces to 
go their own separate ways. The 
fact of Mr. Fulton’s involvement 
in the formula, and its approval 
by all Conservative. provincial 
governments, hasn’t deterred the 
PC chief from slamming the 
plan at every opportunity.

The other would permit 
any four provinces, with the ap- 
proval of Ottawa, to take over 
fields reserved to the federal 
government. 


The federal Conservatives find 
themselves allied on this issue 
with Quebec’s na.ionalists—for 
entirely different reasons, of 
course. 


The Tories claim the revisions 
would give too much freedom to 
the provinces, especially Que- 
bec. French Canadian national- 
ists say it doesn’t go far 
enough — though it is entirely 
acceptable to Premier Lesage. 

The answer is, in fact, that 
the proposed revisions would not 
give the provinces the kind of 
independence the Conservatives 
claim. 


As an example, many Quebec 


extremists would like to see . 


their province declared a one- 
language state, with French 
being the only official language 
there. 


But they couldn’t do this be- 
cause it would require the con- 
sent of all 10 provinces. 


The policy of the Pearson gov- 
ernment is clearly to give in to 
pressure for greater provincial 
autotomy. The opting-out leg- 
islation passed a few weeks ago 
permits provinces to stay out of 
federal-provincial projects and 
to receive an equal aniount of 
federal funds for spending any 
way they wish. :

OUT PATIENTS NOW 
RECEIVE TREATMENT 


Just a few years ago approximately 
one-third of Ontario's crippled 
children could not take full advantage 
of the techniques that had been de- 
veloped to help them overcome their 
handicaps. 

They: were the children who lived 
outside those areas where treat- 
ment centres were established. They 
were also the children in’ those rural 
and remote areas of the province 
| Who requiréd residential care. They 
were the children for whom our over- 
crowded general hospitals flad no 
room when surgery and other cor- 
rective procedures were completed. 
| To meet the demands that were 
being placed on the treatment centres 
in some of the larger Ontario cities, 
a& provincial treatment centre was 
established in Toronto, and this was 
the building of the Ontario Crippled 
Children's Centre. 

Now, extremely difficult cases are 
referred to this Centre from all parts 
oi’ the province, where their problems 
will receive, the attention of leading 
medical, dental and surgical special- 
ists; where they remain for long 
term treatment and observation; ‘and 
where crippled children residing in 
the heavily populated part of central

Commenced in 1813, merely as an 
entrenched battery of six 24 pounder 
guns, the 1812-15 war made it seem

AN ELECTRIC BLANKET 


Electric blankets require as little 


pampering as any other electric 


appliance in yolir home to keep them 
Jooking and ‘operating like new. 

If washed and dried properly befgre 
being stored for summer, they will 
give your family many years of 
comfort and service. Electric blankets 
may be washed in an automatic 
washer, in a wringer washer, or by 


gy instructions for laundering 
an electric blanket may have been 


! provided with either the blanket or 


the automatic washer. Or you may 
wish to follow these suggestions by 
the Ontario Hydro Home Service 
Bureau. 

Proper laundering methods for 
electric blankets differ considerably 
from those for ordinary blankets, to 
prevent damage to the fine network 
of delicate wires inside the blanket, 
An electric blanket must not be dry- 
cleaned, because the fluids used 
during the dry-cleaning process may 
injure the insulation on the heating 
wires. 

Washing — 

Blankets should be washed one at 
a time, Measure length of the blanket 
for easy re-shaping later, If the 
blanket is spotted, or if the binding
